Hope Land-Swap 
at West Center 


The West Center school playground, 
conspicuous for many years because of its 
almost total absence, will probably be the 
subject of a special article at the annual 
town meeting this year. A meeting of the 
special playground committee, the select- 
men and the school committee will be 
held tomorrow afternoon at two at the 
school to discuss the problems arising in 
connection with the special committee's 
efforts to find a suitable playing space for 
the children. 

The special committee, composed of 
Herbert Lewis, William Barron and Saul 
Shtrumpfmann, appointed at the last 
town meeting, have been studying the 
problem. There is a possibility of a land: 
swap With Miss Pike which would prob- 
ably be of benefit to both parties. The 
plan would have a small lead-in curve of 
Beacon street closed off, allowing just one 
entrance to Beacon street off Lowell. The 
triangular piece of land now bounded by 
the two pieces of Beacon street and Lowell 
street and probably owned by the West 
Parish church, would be joined to the 
strip at the side of the school. This joint 
piece would be given Miss Pike in ex- 
change for a strip to the rear of the school. 

The strip to be given Miss Pike would 
be excellent for house lots and very poor 
for a play-yard, since it fronts on Lowell 
street. The strip to the rear as a play-yard 
would keep the children away from the 
main highway and would be big enough 
to allow for enlargement of the school 
facilities in the event that the West 
Parish section developed to the extent 
that it now promises to. 

The school committee in accepting the 
special committee’s invitation to attend 
the meeting went on record as being 10 
favor of securing better play ground facili- 
ties at the West school.

THE ANDOVER TOWNSMAN 


Old Amos Blanchard House Cost But $3250 to 
Build Back in 1818 


From an old account book bearing the 
date of 1818 upon its first page, in a clear 
compact handwriting we learn how many 
feet of lumber, what kind of shingles and 
the cost of nails which were used in build- 
ing the stately house at 97 Main street, 
originally the home of Deacon Amos 
Blanchard and now occupied by the 
Andover Historical society. 

The builder, Amos Blanchard, was born 
in Wilton, N. H., January 14, 1773. He 
came to Andover in 1787, a lad of fourteen 
years, to live with his uncle, John Blanch- 
ard, and to attend Phillips academy. For 
many years the “Blanchard House” on 
the Hill was a landmark and still stands 
“Soff Main street,’’ the home of Scott H. 
Paradise. 

On March 80, 1818 Amos Blanchard 
purchased from the South Parish one acre 
and 24 rods of land extending from Love 
Lane, now Locke street, to the north. For 
this he paid $440 and for $90 an adjoining 


lot of 60 rods from Rey. Justin Edwards | 
—a total of $530 for the land. In May | 


of that same year the barn was built at a 
cost of $320 and the following summer 
saw the construction of the house which 
cost $3250. The family occupied the house 
in November 1819. Here they resided for 
many years, taking academy boys more or 
less of the time. From 1802 Deacon 
Blanchard was active in the affairs of the 
South church. 

From 1827 he was cashier and a director

of the Andover National bank until his 
death in 1847. He served as treasurer of 
Abbot academy and taking an active part 
in town affairs, his home became a center 
of many activities. 

Little Changed 

The home stands as typical Georgian 
architecture of the period, little changed 
from its original appearance during these 
117 years. It was the center of a real farm, 
its apple orchard and vegetable garden on 
the north side, grape vines, blackberry 
patch and hay field at the south. 

The barn was built to accommodate 
horses, cows, chickens and pigeons. The 
chaise house, the wood shed, a tool room, 
a well room add to the picture of a busy 
home life in those earlier days. 

A high board fence along the Locke 
street boundary and well along Main 
street protected the vineyard, a picket 
fence along the immediate front, the 
entrance slightly terraced led one over its 
very large stone door-step, unfortunately 
lost when the present porch was added. 

Within the main part of the house is 
as originally built, the floors, the windows 
and doors, the fireplaces, mantels, window 
shutters and staircases all show the care- 
ful hand work of the skilled builders, 
while the oak beams adz-marked and 
doweled stand for construction which has 
well endured years of service. 

Opposite the front entrance and along 
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the hallway a door to the west opens upon 
the garden with its characteristic lilae 
bush not less than seventy-five years old. 

An ancient spruce and an enormous 
maple add their touch of antiquity, while 
beyond the length of sheds and barns the 
remnants of the orchard of long ago still 
blossom with the springtime. 

Through the generosity and co-opera- 
tion of the Andover Garden club an old- 
fashioned garden is being developed with 
grandmother's yellow rose bush and herbs 
of sweet delight. 

The house is largely furnished with 
pieces of furniture from the homes of 
early Andover, the walls are done in re- 
productions of the period of the house. 
Pictures, china and glass are displayed as 
far as possible. Many ancient farm tools 
and appliances are on exhibition in the 
barn. Every effort is being made to build 
up a home as it might have been and as 
time goes on Andover'’s pride in its posses- 
sion will increase. 

The house is open to visitors at any 


time.

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Town Meeting Should Be Held in Evening to Make 


It Representative 


Isn’t it time for Andover to do 
something about making it possible 
for every registered voter to attend 


the town meeting if he wishes to do 
so? The new auditorium will prob- 
ably provide seating-room for every- 
body who will go to any town meet- 
ing that Andover will ever have, but 
it is just as necessary to provide the 
right time as the right accommoda- 
tions. 

For some reason our annual town 
meetings are held in the afternoon. 
This has the effect of making the 
assembly a very unrepresentative 
one, for the many citizens who have 
to work afternoons are virtually dis- 
franchised. They have no say at all as 
to what the town’s money should be 
spent for or how much should be 
spent, and that is nothing more nor 
less than taxation without represen- 
tation. To say that a town meeting 
is the most democratic form of gov- 
ernment because every voter may at- 
tend and have his chance to speak 
sounds rather meaningless when 
actually a great part of the voters 
cannot attend. 

There are a large number of An- 
dover men and women working in 
Boston who on the second Monday 
in March have to sit in their office 
working while some voters who were 
able to get off are sitting in a town 
meeting in Andover voting their 
money away. Hundreds of people are 
working in Lawrence, in_ offices,

Juvenile court in Suffolk county was the 


subject of an interesting talk given at the 
League of Women Voters meeting Tues. 
setts Child Council which aionecteie 
bill. Mr. Alper stated that this court 
would provide an entering wedge for the 
establishment of a model juvenile eo) ; 
system all over the state. : 
_ The whole aim of the nearly 40-year-old 
juvenile court movement has been to 
remove the child from the jurisdiction of 
the adult criminal court and bring him 
before a specialized court, one which vill 
treat the matter sympathetically and jn. 
telligently. The principle behind it, Mr 
Alper said, is that the child is not a crim. 
inal and the offense not a misdemeanor 
but that he has erred because of reasons 
within himself, his home, his school, his 
background, his companionship. 

The present bill, the speaker stated, 
extends the idea of infancy, the incapacity 
of a child to commit a real offense, up to 
the age of 18. At present it is 17 in this 
state, but $1 states have raised it to 18 
and a few as far as 21. Mr. Alper said that 
in 95 percent of the 17-year-old cases their 
acts more nearly parallel children’s acts 
than they do adults’. 

The bill makes every effort to get away 
from such criminal terminology as de- 
linquency or waywardness. It provides 
for a court with three full-time judges. In 
the Boston juvenile court, which serves 
only the old part of Boston, there is but 
one judge, and two associates who do not 
specialize. Mr. Alper recommended that 
at least one of the judges be a woman. 
There would also be a group of referees, 
serving somewhat the same function as 
masters and auditors do in the reguler 
courts. 

The court would have final judgment, 
there being no appeal to a high non- 
specialized court. The old evil of jail 
detention and bail for children would be 
done away with. Cases 16-18 may be 
transferred to criminal courts if the charge 
is a serious one. A mental and physical 
examination of the child is to precede 
each trial. 

** An adult is somewhere responsible for 
every child’s wrong act,” Mr. Alper said, 
and he added that Judge Hoffman in 
Cincinnati insists that the adult be found.

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Miss Marguerite Hearsey, Abbot acad- 
emy’s new principal, who in her first 
address to the alumnae last June implied 
that she “may with firm conviction and 
exercise of her own judgment turn her 
horse's head about... without in any 
fundamental sense disturbing the direc- 
tion and destiny of Abbot” has had a 
career Which has varied from doing 
y. W. C. A. work in Honolulu to teaching 
in some of the country’s finest colleges. 

It wasn’t her own horse that Miss 
Hearsey had reference to when she first 
submitted herself to the expectant scru- 
tiny of the academy alumnae in June. 
She was talking about Brother Ains- 
worth’s horse up in Trafton, N. H., where 
she spends her summers. Brother Ains- 
worth used to have heated discussions on 
predestination with a brother preacher in 
a nearby town. One Sunday morning the 
two agreed to exchange pulpits and when 
they met, half-way between the two 
villages, he who believed in predestination 
said: “Good morning, Brother Ainsworth. 
You see it was predestined that I was to 
preach in your church this morning. + 

“Oh no it warn’t,” replied Brother 
Ainsworth. And he turned his horse and 
buggy around and drove back to preach 
in his own pulpit. 

Miss Hearsey was using Brother 
Ainsworth to illustrate the point that in 
each succeeding generation there may be 
new methods, new means by which the 
goal predestinate for Abbot may be ap- 
proached without disturbing the funda- 
mental quality which Abbot has built up 
in its long history. 

Gees and Haws 

It is still early to pass any judgment on 
what Miss Hearsey has done at the acad- 
emy. ‘The horse hasn’t been turned com- 
pletely around, although there have been 
a few “gees” and “haws” which the 
girls seem to like. 

To discover what was expected of her 
at Abbot Miss Hearsey studied the 
history of the school; to discover what 
Abbot may expect of her it would be well 
to study her history, and it is safe to say 
that on the basis of this study that she 
spoke incorrectly in her introductory re- 
marks last June when she mentioned “her 
own inadequacy.” 

Born in East Orange, N. J., she gradu- 
ated from high school there, later receiv- 
ing her A.B. at Hollins college in Virginia. 
here followed a brief experience in the 
publishing business with Macmillan com- 
pany and with the Women’s Press. In 
1917-1918 she was in Honolulu doing war 
work with the Y. W. C. A., and on her 
return she became Metropolitan Student 
Secretary of the National Y. W. C. A. in 
Boston, being in charge of student work 
in the art schools, musie schools, ete. 

After receiving her Master of Arts 
degree at Radcliffe in English, she 
taught at Bryn Mawr for two years in the 
English department. The following winter 
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Turning Horse’s Head Without Disturbing Destiny 
Is Miss Hearsey’s Policy

she spent in Europe, studying in Paris. 
Returning she earned her Ph.D. degree at 
Yale, “earn” being the only way to 
describe the arduous task of securing 
these three initials. Later she taught at 
Wellesley and in 1929 went back to her 
first Alma Mater, Hollins, where she be- 
came professor of English and later acting 
dean. In the winter of 19383 she visited 
Italy and England and studied in London. 
Has Written Articles 

She has written a number of articles on 
English Literature, which have appeared 
in such magazines as the Review of Eng- 
lish Studies and Studies in Philology. Last 
spring her edition of Thomas Sackville’s 
“The Complaint of Henry Duke of Buck- 
ingham” was published by the Yale Uni- 
versity Press. The manuscript, long 
known to scholars, is in the library of St. 
John’s college, Cambridge, and was identi- 
fied by Miss Hearsey as in the handwrit- 
ing of Sackville. Girls at Abbot had better 
write their own themes. 

In 1938, a portion of which year she 
spent visiting schools throughout the 
country, she came to Abbot for the first 
time. At that time she met and talked 
with the late principal, Miss Bertha 
Bailey, and she told the alumnae in June 
that ‘The memory of those few minutes 
of conversation...have helped me to 
understand the source of the life and the 
spirit which I find at Abbot today. 

Miss Hearsey, instead of living in the 
dormitory as Miss Bailey did, is residing 
in the former James Eaton house on Ab- 
bot street. Next to her attractive home is 
Sherman cottage, reopened this year as a 
dormitory because of the increase in en- 
rollment. The youngest girls are living 
there. 

When Miss Hearsey has some spare 
time—once in a while she does -she likes 
to hike, to pienie and to go horseback-
